fees, paintbrushes represent quite an invest- 
ment. With proper care, however, they'll last long, and 
will be well worth their cost in the quality of their work 
and your pleasure in their use. 

Above is a rogues’ gallery of paintbrushes. The first 
character on the left is a fuzzy-wuzzy which has lost 
its efficiency through improper use and cleaning, with 
bristles snarled inside, and wild bristles outside that leave 
marks on work. The center exhibit looks almost hopeless, 
with bristles stiff, and warped with dried paint. To the 
right, we have a brush in fairly good condition, but “‘heel- 
ing up” with paint deposits at the base of the bristles, 
left there because of inadequate cleaning. 

If our pictures remind you of a brush you've left to 
dry in that cup of hardening paint, you should blush. 
But don’t throw it away. Though it looks as hopelessly 
gone as any in our gallery, it may be salvaged. 

Follow pictured directions for cleaning brushes in the 
second two rogues’ gallery divisions. For the third, the 
fuzzy-wuzzies, soak brush in linseed oil, then wrap se- 
curely in wedge-shaped sleeve of several thicknesses of 
waxed paper, and let set for 48 hours. The sleeve will re- 
store the brush to proper wedge shape. Clean with tur- 
pentine to remove the residue of the linseed oil. 
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Comb paint out 


When paint ts softened to jel- 
ly consistency, remove with 
hairbrush cleaner or old comb 
Rinse in turpentine, and 
repeat the combing and rins- 
ing until all paint is out 
Rubber gloves protect your 
hands from caustics which 
are sometimes present in com- 


mereial paint removers
